Important legislation to 


reUeve victims of natural dis­ 
asters, passed by the House 
Last week and signed Into 
law by the President, will 


have major benefits to many 


residents and businessmen 
in our congressional district. 
As I had reported, the 


President had inidaUy pro­ 


posed special assistance to 
victim s of Hurricane Agnes 


and South Dakota floods. 
I 
did not oppose help to people 


in Pennsylvania, Ohio and 


South Dakota but I wanted e - 
qual consideration for my 


constituents. 
We were able 


to have the bin changed to 


cover ear Uer disasters so 
that more favorable loan a - 
greements wiU cover drought 
and flood loans last year and 


up to June 30 of next year. 


While we hope and pray that 
there wUl be no more disas­ 


ters we have set a new pat­ 


tern of government help un­ 


til the middle of 1973. 
The legislation also di­ 
rects the President to deve­ 
lop improved plans for gov­ 


ernment ald on future disas­ 


ters. 


ADVICE TO BORROWERS 


The new law wiU affect 


most SmaU Business Admin­ 
istration and Farmers Home 
Administration loans made 
under disaster declarations so 


that borrowers w in do weU 


to check benefits with the 
lending agencies. 
I want to 
outline the general provisions 


of the bill. 


Provisions for changes in 


Small Business Administration 


Loans vary sUghtly different, 
depending on the dates of dis­ 


asters and subsequent official 
designation of disaster reUef 


areas. 


Any SB A loan made under 


a Presidential disaster declar­ 
ation in 1971 w ill no longer 
require payment of the first 
$500. 
If such payment has 


been made, the borrower will 


get a refund from the Govern­ 
ment. 
Loans made on SBA 


declarations will now get 
$2, 500 forgiveness, and any 


borrower who has overpaid 


his loan on that basis will get 
a refund. 
Parsons still pay­ 
ing on loans will get a more 


favorable interest rate through 


a reduction from the old fig­ 
ure of 5 -1 /8 percent to 3 per­ 
cent. 
There Is no provision 


for refunding past interest 


payments. 


D ifferent provisions affect 
disaster declarations from 


January I, 1972 to June 30, 


1973. 
There is provision for 
forgiveness of $5, OOO per 
loan, with a new interest rate 


of I percent on loans over 


$5, OOO. 
If loam have been 


negotiated and already paid 
off, borrowers w ill get re­ 


funds. 


The Congress added a 


new provision to the law to 
com bat misuse of Govern­ 


ment funds. 
We previous^ 


had criminal penalties for 


fraud but we added a legal 
right for the Government to 
use civil suits to recover up 


to 1 -1 /2 times the money 


involved. 


Tile law also affects 
Farmers Home Administra­ 


tion loans in the same gen­ 


eral pattern as the SBA 
changes except that the ben­ 


efits only go back to June 30, 
1971. 
The FELA Is still stu­ 


dying the effects of the new 


law, and Information will go 


out to district offices soon on 
refund, forgiveness and in­ 


terest changes. 


The Congress has begun a 
short recess so Republicans 
can attend their national con ­ 


vention. 
When we return af* 


te r Labor Day, the House has 


some major unfinished busi­ 


ness. 
Last week the President 


again vetoed the appropria­ 
tions bill for the Departments 


of Labor and Health, Educa­ 


tion and W elfare, voicing 


major objections to increased 
spending for social services. 


We therefore must try again 


on this major appropriation 


bill. 
We also voted new 


curbs on busing of school 
children, but there is no de­ 


termination on w hether tie 


Senate and House versions 


will require much effort to 
agree on legislation. 


I shall resume these re­ 


ports when the Congress re­ 


turns to session.

Use care with 
cooking bags

Medina County Home Demonstration Agent 


Plastic oven cooking bags 
can threaten kitchen safety as 
a Are hazard, according to 
the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration, if homemakers don't 
use them properly, 
"Last February, the FDA 
announced reports of bursting 
oven bags, " Mrs, Gaye a p ­ 
pert, Medina County Exten­ 
sion Home Demonstration A- 
gent, said, 
"The accidents 
were caused by a phenome­ 
non called 'bumping', " 
Mrs. appert explained 
that bumping occurs when a 
\ayer of water forms under a 
layer of fat that's seeping exit 
of the meat or poultry being 
cooked. 
As the trapped wa­ 
ter continues heating, it 
may reach and exceed its 
boiling point and converts into 
steam. 


"When the steam becomes 
superheated, " she continued, 
"it may break the bonds of 
the imprisoning fat and spew 
out with enough force to 
burst the bag. 
If fat carried 
along in the outburst hits a 
gas flame or electric heating 
element, it could cause a se­ 
rious fire. " 


The 110me demonstration 
agent pointed out that you 
can prevent bumping. The 
FDA and manufacturers sug­ 
gest coating the Inside of 
the bag with a tablespoon of 
flour. 
Or use a sauce mix 


with a flour base to coat the 
tag. 


"Most manufacturers in­ 
struct users to punch small 
air holes in the bag to inhi­ 
bit sudden build-up of pres­ 
sure, " the agent noted. 
"And they suggest using a 
large, deep pan for an add­ 
ed margin of safety; the pan 
will contain juices that 
leak. " 
When early FDA reports 
described oven bags as a po­ 
tential fire hazard, Mrs. 
Bippert said that some indus­ 
try representatives blamed 
the rash of oven bag acci­ 
dents on carelessness or in­ 
attention to instructions. 
"Apparently, these repre­ 
sentatives suspected that ex­ 
panding air in bags not per­ 
forated with air holes were 
causing the accidents. " 
The FDA announced last 
May that manufacturers will 
begin providing additional 
package instructions to insure 
safe use of the bags. 
"But since turnover in 
some stores may be slow, " 
Mrs. Bippert added, "expect 
the old, inadequately label­ 
ed bags to keep cropping up 
for some time. Meanwhile, 
if you use such bags, remem­ 
ber to puncture with air 
holes, coat insides with a 
flour mixture, and use a pan 
to trap leaking juices. "

Plant winter pastures early

"To get the most use 
from winter pastures, it's 
best to plant them early, " 
advises Medina County Ag­ 
ricultural Agent, Glenn 
Bragg. 
New research has shown 
that winter pastures can get 
off to a head start if planted 
early. 
Early plantings can 
take advantage of fall rain­ 
fall and other favorable 
growing conditions during 
August, September and Octo­ 


ber. 
Fall armyworms and other 
insects may be a problem. 


Bragg explains. There is no 


reason to walt until the dan­ 
ger of armyworms have passed 
as the "plus" factors for early 
plantings are greater than 
the coat of controlling the 
insects. The decision to 
plant early can mean extra 
dollars later in the season 
from Increased livestock 
gains.

(for forage), Cha par a1, ftsn- 
jamo 62, M ilia rn (for forage 
and/or grain): OATS - Cor­ 
onado, Cortez, New Mor- 
tex, SuregTaln. 
New races of Crown rust 


and what leaf rust became 
prevalent in 1972. 
Florida 
500 and 501 Oats are jui­ 
ce pdbie to these races of 
crown rust and Fax and Agent 
Wheat are susceptible to the 
wheat leaf rust. 
These var­ 
ieties previously had a high 
degree of resistance, but 
they are no 1cmger recom­ 
mended for Medina County. 


Some new, more winter 
hardy triticale! (a wheat Rye 
CroN) have been developed 
and they are available for 
planting. 
In most tests, the 
trie I calc J have not pro­ 
duced as much forage as die 
better wheat and rye varie­ 
ties.

Social Security New s 


If you will need a new 
social security card within 
the next six weeks, apply 
for it now, says Roy L. Swift, 
social security district man­ 
ager in San Antonio. 
Although new social se­ 
curity cards have been issued 
by local social security of­ 
fices for many years, that 
procedure has been changed, 
he explained. 
Social security's comput­ 
er operation in Baltimore, 
Maryland, began issuing ori­ 
ginal social security cards on 
a limited basis this summer, 
All new social security cards 
should be issued by computer 
beginning sometime in Au­ 
gust. he added. 
"During the early months, 
this will cause some delay 
in receiving the cards," 
Swift said. 
"The computer 
operation at this phase re­ 
quires about six weeks from 
the time the application is 
made until the new card is 
received."

COLLEGE STATION—Ade­ 
quately fertilized pastures 
are staying green and provid­ 
ing good quality grazing des­ 
pite the strenuous summer­ 
time temperatures. 
"The additional plant food 
supplied by fertilization in­ 
creases both the quality and 
quantity of most pasture 
grasses, " contends Dr. Neal 
Frau, agronomist with tile 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service. 
"Research by the 
Texas Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station has shown that 
fertilized grasses can pro­ 
duce three to four times as 
much forage with the same 
amount of rainfall as grasses 
which have not been fertili­ 
zed. This is especially im ­ 


portant during the hot Texas 
summer weather when rain­ 
fall is often limited. 
Added bonuses from ferti­ 
lization come in the form of 
more palatable and more nu­ 
tritious growth of grasses. 
The Improved nutrition is 
due to tile higher level of pro- 
rein usually found in fertili­ 
zed grasses, points out the 
Texas A&M University spe­ 


cialist. 
"Plant food encourages a 
healthy root system of grass­ 
es, * says Pratt. 
"Such root 
systems are capable of ob­ 
taining both nutrients and 
moisture at greater depths 
than otherwise possible. 
Thus, an out-reaching plant 
is able to use moisture more 


efficiently and water losses 
are minimized. " 
Improved pastures and 
better grasses mean increased 


returns on livestock. And 
boosting livestock profits is a 
mighty good reason to ferti­ 
lize, believes tire agronomist. 
For further information on 
pasture grasses and forage 
production, Pratt suggests 
that producers contact their 
local county extension office.
